Housing Authority Replies 


to Harold McKelvey 


Harold McKelvey attended the 
Wilmington Housing Authority 
meeting a week ago, seeking in- 
formation for several groups which 
had approached him, He expected 
members of these groups as well 
as some Town Officials to be with 
him, but as it turned out, he was 
alone, 

He was quite concerned because 
there were no Veteran’s Low Cost 
Housing in the Town, with all the 
returning Veterans and their fa~ 
milies, The Authority told him 
that legislation allowing such 
homes terminated in 1955, and so 
his Veterans groups will have to 
go before the State Legislature to 
have a new bill passed, 

Regarding Low Cost Housing as 
such, it is primarily for very low 
income families, of about $3000 
per year, needing 5 or 6 or more 
bedrooms, and that he must con- 
sider that before the State or 
Federal Government’ spends a mil- 
lion dollars for a project to house 
a minimum of 60 families, he would 
have to show that in a Town the 
size of Wilmington, that there are
